We were the. first nation in all history to 
drop -atomic bombs on innocent civilians. 


What across and precedent to bear.Actually, 
it was unnecessary and uncalled for; as the 
war had -already been won by _ us. It was 
unnecessary. to. bring Russia into the. war five 
days before we had defeated Japan, just so 
they could take Manchuria and participate 
in the Peace negotiations. Our request for 
the return of our ships which we leased to 
the Soviet .government for a dollar was 
ignored; likewise, our request for an ac- 
counting of Lend Lease. By what force, 
coercion, or power were we influenced to 
recognize ‘Russia in 1933? We dealt whole- 
“heartedly with’ the Soviet regime as ancally, 
whereas "we had twenty years “of treason. 
This nation has ‘gone down in ‘history as 
never béefore..In the generation of nations 
at»war, never has there been a case: similar 
to-ours, whereby the-victor received so tittle, 
after sacrificing-so» much, By means of: prop- 
aganda "media owned and controlled: by: the 
minority “group “who ‘control ‘the ‘Federal 
government, ‘we-are permitted to: remain in 
the United Nations, as well as-allowing: the 
United Nations:in' the United-States, knowing 
that it issinfested with «spies and; people-who
